A padding of small 
rushes or coarse grass was inserted 
between the inner and under sole 
also in early times. 

In the Fourteenth century the 
fashionable shoes had toes which 
curved outward and gave their own- 
er the appearance of being decidely 
splayfooted, Long-toed shoes, which, 
had to be stuffed with moss or wool 
to keep their shape, were worn also 
in the Fifteenth century. In order 
for a person to walk with these, the 
points had to be turned up and fast 
ened to the knee by a slender chain 
or colored cord. When people went 
outside they had to wear clogs or 
pattens as protection.
